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Gentlemen  of  the  Urban  District  Council 

of  Buckingham, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  your  notice  my 
seventh  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

I have  estimated  the  population  of  the  District  to  be  3,172. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  was  72 — 36  boys  and 
36  girls. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  year  was  22.7  per  1000  of  the  esti- 
mated population. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  54 — of  these 
45  occurred  in  Buckingham,  7 in  Gawcott,  and  1 each  in 
Lenborough  and  Bourton.  Twelve  deaths  occurred  in  the 
Workhouse  Infirmary  ; it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  death 
occurred  in  the  Nursing  Home  during  the  year.  An  inquest 
was  held  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  one  death.  One  death  was 
uncertified  ; this  was  in  the  case  of  a man  of  advanced  years 
who  died  from  heart  disease,  and  in  which  the  Coroner  was 
satisfied  that  there  was  no  need  for  an  inquest. 

Phthisis  3,  other  tuberculous  diseases  1,  cancer  5,  bron- 
chitis 6,  pneumonia  6,  premature  birth  1,  diseases  and  accidents 
of  parturition  1,  heart  diseases  3,  suicide  1,  all  other  causes  27. 

I have  estimated  the  death-rate  to  be  17.02  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  population,  but  deducting  7 deaths  of  non-residents, 
the  rate  was  14.8  per  1000;  this  rate  compares  favourably  with 
that  in  former  years,  but  is  an  advance  on  that  of  last  year. 

Six  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  were  registered 
during  the  year,  showing  the  infantile  mortality  to  be  83.3  per 
1000  births  registered  ; this  rate  is  not  so  good  as  that  for  1906, 
but  still  is  a great  improvement  on  that  of  1905,  and  compares 
very  favourably  with  that  for  the  rest  of  England,  which  is  130 
per  1000  births  registered.  No  doubt  a great  deal  can  be  done 
to  reduce  the  infantile  mortality.  In  Huddersfield  of  late 
strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  to  reduce  it.  During  his 
year  of  office  as  Mayor,  Mr  Alderman  Broadbent  offered  the 
mother  of  every  infant  born  in  Huddersfield  the  sum  of  £1  for 
every  infant  who  should  complete  one  year  of  life.  Health 
visitors  were  appointed  to  aid  mothers  by  giving  them  advice 
as  to  the  feeding  of  their  infants  and  as  to  the  cleanliness  and 
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hygiene  in  the  homes.  The  result  was  most  striking.  I append 
a copy  of  a portion  of  the  “ Result  of  the  work/'  issued  jointly 
by  Mr.  Alderman  Broadbent,  Chairman  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittee of  Huddersfield,  and  Dr.  S.  G.  Moore,  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  Huddersfield  : — 

“ During  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  (1906)  in  the  76 
towns  the  infant  mortality  was  no  ; in  Hudders- 
field it  was  62,  or  44  per  cent,  better.  This  means 
that  there  are  to-day  26  more  infants  living  in 
Huddersfield  than  would  have  been  the  case  if 
they  had  died  here  at  the  rate  which  obtained  in 
the  76  towns.  This  in  13  weeks.” 

The  precise  object  of  this  Act  is  to  try  and  prevent  in  some 
measure  the  enormous  wastage  of  infant  life  going  on  in  the 
country  by  giving  the  Sanitary  Authority  notice  of  the  fact  of  a 
birth  within  24  hours.  It  is  worthy  the  consideration  of  your 
Council  as  to  whether  it  is  advisable  or  not  to  adopt  this  Act 
in  your  District. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  that  only  3 cases 
of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year. 
One  case  was  that  of  Enteric  Fever  in  a young  woman  who  was 
sent  home  ill  from  her  situation,  the  disease  therefore  not  aris- 
ing in  your  District ; she  was  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  the  premises  from  which  she  was  removed  were  thoroughly 
disinfected.  The  second  case  was  one  of  Smallpox  in  a tramp 
who  sought  shelter  at  the  Tramp  Ward  of  the  Workhouse;  this 
case  was  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment ; it  proved 
to  be  a mild  case,  the  man  recovered  and  was  discharged 
cured.  Here  again  the  disease  was  not  contracted  locally,  but 
pause  for  one  moment  and  think  what  a danger  this  disease 
really  is,  and,  with  so  many  children  unprotected  (referred  to  in 
this  Report),  will  be  in  the  future,  if  mild  cases  like  this  one 
were  to  go  undiscovered.  The  other  case  notified  was  one  of 
Erysipelas  in  a man ; he  was  treated  in  his  own  house. 

Your  Council  having  decided  that  it  was  necessary  to  dupli- 
cate the  pumping  plant  at  Maids  Moreton,  an  enquiry  was  held 
by  Major  Stewart,  R.E.,  to  receive  evidence  as  to  your  Council’s 
application  for  the  loan  necessary  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
work.  On  his  report  the  Local  Government  Board  sanctioned 
the  borrowing  of  the  money  for  the  purpose.  The  work  of 
boring  is  now  in  progress. 
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The  Sewarage  Farm  continues  to  answer  its  purpose  satis- 
factorily. 

During  the  year  certificates  of  exemption  from  vaccination 
were  granted  to  parents  in  the  cases  of  22  infants.  This  gives 
a percentage  of  30.5  of  the  births  registered.  To  my  mind  this 
is  a very  serious  state  of  affairs.  No  one  knows  when  your 
District  may  be  attacked  by  that  insidious  and  deadly  foe, 
Smallpox.  This  number  of  unvaccinated,  and  therefore  un- 
protected, infants  will  afford  a rich  field  for  Smallpox  upon 
which  to  perform  its  terrible  work,  and  now  that  these  exemp- 
tion orders  are  to  be  still  more  easily  obtained,  one  can  only 
conclude  that  the  number  of  unprotected  infants  will  enormously 
increase. 

It  is  a well  known  fact  that  in  Germany  where  vaccination 
and  re-vaccination  are  compulsory,  Smallpox  is  practically 
unknown,  except  on  the  Russian  and  Polish  frontiers,  and  even 
here  cases  of  Smallpox  are  not  isolated,  as  the  Germans  depend 
upon  their  vaccination  to  protect  them  from  this  dread  disease. 
I shudder  to  think  of  the  awful  misery  which  will  be  rampant 
when  this  disease  overtakes  us,  to  say  nothing  of  the  tremen- 
dous expense  of  an  epidemic. 

The  appended  Model  Rules,  drawn  up  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  adoption  by  Local  Authorities,  were 
adopted  by  your  Council  on  7th  January,  1907,  to  come  into 
force  on  1st  March,  1907  : — 

REGULATIONS  made  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buckingham  acting 
by  the  Council  with  respect  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds, 
and  Milk-shops  in  the  Borough  of  Buckingham. 


Interpretation. 

1.  Throughout  these  regulations  the  expression  “ The  Council  ” 
means  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Bucking- 
ham, acting  by  the  Council ; the  expression  “ Cowshed  ” includes  any 
dairy  in  which  milking  cows  may  be  kept,  and  the  expression  ,c  Cow- 
keeper  ” means  any  person  following  the  trade  of  a cowkeeper  or  dairy- 
man who  is,  or  is  required  to  be,  registered  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds 
and  Milk-shops  Order  of  1885. 

For  the  Inspection  of  Cattle  in  Dairies. 

2.  Every  occupier  of  a dairy  wherein  any  cattle  may  be  kept,  and 
which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  or 
any  other  officer  of  the  Council  specially  authorised  by  them  in  that 
behalf,  may  visit  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  cattle,  and  every  person 
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for  the  time  being  having  the  care  or  control  of  any  such  dairy,  or  of 
any  cattle  therein,  shall  afford  such  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Inspector 
of  Nuisances,  or  officer,  all  reasonable  assistance  that  may,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  inspection,  be  required  by  him. 

For  prescribing  and  regulating  the  Lighting,  Ventilation, 
Cleansing,  Drainage  and  Water  Supply  of  Cowsheds  and 
Dairies  in  the  occupation  of  persons  following  the  trade 
of  Cow=keepers  or  Dairymen, 

Part  I. 

The  Regulations  in  this  Part  shall  apply  to  Cowsheds  the  cows  from 
which  are  habitually  grazed  on  grass  land  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
year,  and,  when  not  so  grazed,  are  habitually  turned  out  during  a 
portion  of  each  day. 

Lighting. 

3.  Every  cowkeeper  shall  provide  that  every  cowshed  in  his 
occupation  shall  be  sufficiently  lighted  with  windows,  whether  in  the 
sides  or  roof  thereof. 

Ventilation. 

4.  Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause  every  cowshed  in  his  occupation 
to  be  sufficiently  ventilated,  and  for  this  purpose  to  be  provided  with 
a sufficient  number  of  openings  into  the  external  air  to  keep  the  air 
in  the  cowshed  in  a wholesome  condition. 

Cleansing. 

5.  (1.)  Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause  every  part  of  the  interior  of  every 
cowshed  in  his  occupation  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  from  time  to  time 
as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  that  such  cowshed  shall  be  at  all 
times  reasonably  clean  and  sweet. 

(2.)  Such  person  shall  cause  the  ceiling  or  interior  of  the  roof,  and 
the  walls  of  every  cowshed  in  his  occupation  to  be  properly  limewashed 
twice  at  least  in  every  year,  that  is  to  say,  once  during  the  month  of  May 
and  once  during  the  month  of  October,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may 
be  necessary. 

Provided  that  this  requirement  shall  not  apply  to  any  part  of  such 
ceiling,  roof  or  walls,  that  may  be  properly  painted,  or  varnished,  or 
constructed  of  or  covered  with  any  material  such  as  to  render  the  lime- 
washing unsuitable  or  inexpedient,  and  that  may  be  otherwise  properly 
cleansed. 

(3.)  He  shall  cause  the  floor  of  every  such  cowshed  to  be  thoroughly 
swept,  and  all  dung  and  other  offensive  matter  to  be  removed  from  such 
cowshed  as  often  as  may  be  necessary,  and  not  less  than  once  in  every  day. 

Drainage. 

6.  (1.)  Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause  the  drainage  of  every  cowshed 
in  his  occupation  to  be  so  arranged  that  all  liquid  matter  which  may 
fall  or  be  cast  upon  the  floor  may  be  conveyed  by  a suitable  open 
channel  to  a drain  inlet  situate  in  the  open  air  at  a proper  distance  from 
any  door  or  window  of  such  cowshed,  or  to  some  other  suitable  place  of 
disposal  which  is  so  situate. 

(2.)  He  shall  not  cause  or  suffer  any  inlet  to  any  drain  of  such  cow- 
shed to  be  within  such  cowshed. 

Water  Supply. 

7.  (1.)  Every  cowkeeper  shall  keep  in,  or  in  connection  with,  every 
cowshed  in  his  occupation  a supply  of  water  suitable  and  sufficient  for 
all  such  purposes  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  reasonably  necessary. 
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(2.)  He  shall  cause  any  receptacle  which  may  be  provided  for  such 
water  to  be  emptied  and  thoroughly  cleansed  from  time  to  time  as  often 
as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  any  water  that  may  be 
stored  therein,  and  where  such  receptacle  is  used  for  the  storage  only  of 
water  he  shall  cause  it  to  be  properly  covered  and  ventilated,  and  so 
placed  as  to  be  at  all  times  readily  accessible. 

Part  II. 

The  regulations  in  Part  I.,  and  also  the  following  regulation,  shall 
apply  to  all  Cowsheds  other  than  those  the  cows  from  which  are 
habitually  grazed  on  grass  land  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and, 
when  not  so  grazed,  are  habitually  turned  out  during  a portion  of 
each  day. 

8.  A cowkeeper  shall  not  cause  or  allow  any  cowshed  in  his 
occupation  to  be  occupied  by  a larger  number  of  cows  than  will  leave 
not  less  than  eight  hundred  feet  of  air  space  for  each  cow. 

Provided  as  follows  : — 

(a.)  In  calculating  the  air  space  for  the  purposes  of  this 
regulation,  no  space  shall  be  reckoned  which  is  more  than  sixteen  feet 
above  the  floor  ; but  if  the  roof  or  ceiling  is  inclined,  then  the  mean 
height  of  the  same  above  the  floor  may  be  taken  as  the  height  thereof 
for  the  purposes  of  this  regulation. 

( b. ) This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  any  cowshed  constructed 
and  used  before  the  date  of  these  regulations  coming  into  effect  until 
two  years  after  that  date. 

Part  III. 

9.  In  this  Part  the  expression  “ Dairy  ” means  a dairy  in  which 
cattle  are  not  kept. 

Lighting. 

10.  Every  cowkeeper  shall  provide  that  every  dairy  in  his  occupation 
shall  be  sufficiently  lighted  with  window's,  whether  in  the  sides  or  roof 
thereof. 

Ventilation. 

11.  Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause  every  dairy  in  his  occupation  to  be 
sufficiently  ventilated,  and  for  this  purpose  to  be  provided  with  a 
sufficient  number  of  openings  into  the  external  air  to  keep  the  air  in  the 
dairy  in  a wholesome  condition. 

Cleansing. 

12.  (1.)  Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause  every  part  of  the  interior  of 
every  dairy  in  his  occupation  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  from  time  to 
time  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  that  such  dairy  shall  be  at 
all  times  reasonably  clean  and  sweet. 

(2.)  He  shall  cause  the  floor  of  every  such  dairy  to  be  thoroughly 
cleansed  with  water  at  least  once  in  every  day. 

Drainage. 

13.  (1.)  Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause  the  drainage  of  every  dairy  in 
his  occupation  to  be  so  arranged  that  all  liquid  matter  which  may  fall 
or  be  cast  upon  the  floor  may  be  conveyed  by  a suitable  open  channel  to 
the  outside  of  such  dairy,  and  may  there  be  received  in  a suitable  gulley 
communicating  with  a proper  and  sufficient  drain. 

(2.)  He  shall  not  cause  or  suffer  any  inlet  to  any  drain  of  such  dairy 
to  be  within  such  dairy. 
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Water  Supply. 

14.  (1.)  Every  cowkeeper  shall  cause  every  dairy  in  his  occupation 
to  be  provided  with  an  adequate  supply  of  good  and  wholesome  water 
for  the  cleansing  of  such  dairy  and  of  any  vessels  that  may  be  used 
therein  for  containing  milk,  and  for  all  other  reasonable  and  necessary 
purposes  in  connection  with  the  use  thereof. 

(2.)  He  shall  cause  every  cistern  or  other  receptacle  in  which  any 
such  water  may  be  stored  to  be  properly  covered  and  ventilated,  and  so 
placed  as  to  be  at  all  times  readily  accessible. 

(3.)  He  shall  cause  every  such  cistern  or  receptacle  to  be  emptied 
and  thoroughly  cleansed  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  may  be  necessary 
to  prevent  the  pollution  of  any  water  that  may  be  stored  therein. 

For  Securing  the  Cleanliness  of  Milk=Stores,  Mi lk= Shops, 
and  of  Milk=Vessels  used  for  containing  Milk  for  Sale 
by  Persons  following  the  trade  of  Cowkeepers  and 
Dairymen. 

Cleanliness  of  Milk-Stores  and  Milk-Shops. 

15.  Every  occupier  of  a milk-store  or  milk-shop  shall  cause  every 
part  of  the  interior  of  such  milk-store  or  milk-shop  to  be  thoroughly 
cleansed  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  maintain 
such  milk-store  or  milk-shop  in  a thorough  state  of  cleanliness. 

Cleanliness  of  Milk-  Vessels. 

16.  (1.)  Every  cowkeeper  shall  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  may  be 
necessary  cause  every  milk-vessel  that  may  be  used  by  him  for  containing 
milk  for  sale  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  with  steam  or  clean  boiling 
water,  and  shall  otherwise  take  all  proper  precautions  for  the 
maintenance  of  such  milk-vessel  in  a constant  state  of  cleanliness. 

(2.)  He  shall,  on  every  occasion  when  any  such  vessel  shall  have 
been  used  to  contain  milk,  or  shall  have  been  returned  to  him  after 
having  been  out  of  his  possession,  cause  such  vessel  to  be  forthwith  so 
cleansed. 

For  prescribing  precautions  to  be  taken  by  Purveyors  of 
Milk  and  Persons  Selling  Milk  by  Retail  against  Infection 
or  Contamination. 

17.  (1.)  Every  purveyor  of  milk  or  person  selling  milk  by  retail  shall 
take  all  reasonable  and  proper  precautions,  in  and  in  connection  with 
the  storage  and  distribution  of  the  milk,  and  otherwise,  to  prevent  the 
exposure  of  the  milk  to  any  infection  or  contamination. 

(2.)  He  shall  not  deposit  or  keep  any  milk  intended  for  sale — 

(a.)  In  any  room  or  place  where  it  would  be  liable  to  become 
infected  or  contaminated  by  impure  air,  or  by  any  offensive,  noxious, 
or  deleterious  gas  or  substance,  or  by  any  noxious  or  injurious 
emanation,  exhalation,  or  effluvium  ; or 

(b. ) In  any  room  used  as  a kitchen  or  as  a living  room  ; or 

(c.)  In  any  room  or  building,  or  part  of  a building  communi- 
cating directly  by  door,  window,  or  otherwise  with  any  room  used  as 
a sleeping  room,  or  in  which  there  may  be  any  person  suffering  from 
any  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  which  may  have  been  used 
by  any  person  suffering  from  any  such  disease  and  may  not  have 
been  properly  disinfected  ; or 
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( d. ) In  any  room  or  building,  or  part  of  a building  in  which 
there  may  be  any  direct  inlet  to  any  drain. 

(3.)  He  shall  not  keep  milk  for  sale,  or  cause  or  suffer  any  such  milk 
to  be  placed  in  any  vessel,  receptacle  or  utensil  which  is  not  thoroughly 
clean. 

(4.)  He  shall  cause  every  vessel,  receptacle  or  utensil  used  by  him 
for  containing  milk  for  sale  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  with  steam  or 
clean  boiling  water  after  it  shall  have  been  used,  and  to  be  maintained 
in  a constant  state  of  cleanliness. 

(5.)  He  shall  not  cause  or  suffer  any  cow  belonging  to  him  or  under 
his  care  or  control  to  be  milked  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  milk  for  sale — 

(a.)  Unless,  at  the  time  of  milking,  the  udder  and  teats  of  such 
cow  are  thoroughly  clean  ; and 

(b. ) Unless  the  hands  of  the  person  milking  such  cow,  also,  are 
thoroughly  clean  and  free  from  all  infection  and  contamination. 

Penalties. 

18.  Every  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  foregoing 
regulations  shall  be  liable  for  every  such  offence  to  a penalty  of  five 
pounds , and  in  the  case  of  a continuing  offence  to  a further  penalty  of 
forty  shillings  for  each  day  after  written  notice  of  the  offence  from  the 
Council. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  justices  or  court  before  whom  any 
complaint  may  be  made  or  any  proceedings  may  be  taken  in  respect  of 
any  such  offence  may,  if  they  think  lit,  adjudge  the  payment  as  a penalty 
of  any  sum  less  than  the  full  amount  of  the  penalty  imposed  by  this 
regulation. 

Commencement  op  the  Regulations. 

19.  These  regulations  shall  come  into  force  on  and  after  the  1st  day 
of  March,  1907.

The  whole  of  the  milk  vendors  within  the  District  are  now 
registered,  and  show  a willingness  to  comply  with  the  regula- 
tions. During  the  year  Mr.  Smith  and  myself  have  made  many 
inspections,  and  we  are  glad  to  report  that  generally  a sound 
attempt  is  made  to  carry  them  out.  The  chief  difficulty  appears 
to  be  to  get  the  manure  removed  from  outside  the  milking 
sheds ; there  is  too  great  a tendency  to  stack  it  for  unneces- 
sarily long  periods  instead  of  removing  it  daily. 
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Many  of  the  buildings  are  of  an  antiquated  nature  and 
unadapted  for  use  as  milking  sheds,  and  no  doubt  in  the  future 
will  have  to  be  reconstructed.  On  the  Bourton  estate  already 
most  of  the  sheds  have  been  reconstructed,  and  during  the 
current  year  the  remaining  sheds  will  be  rebuilt  in  accordance 
with  plans  approved  by  your  authority. 

I must  once  again  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  if  the 
sources  of  milk  supply  are  to  be  kept  free  from  contamination, 
veterinary  inspection  of  the  cows  is  absolutely  essential. 

These  have  been  visited,  and  found  to  be  well  kept  and 
clean.  The  Cross  Keys  Inn  has  been  registered  as  a Common 
Lodging  House,  the  necessary  alterations  having  been  made  by 
the  owners  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

Several  inspections  have  been  made.  Some  of  the  poorer 
class  inhabitants  do  not  yet  seem  to  realize  the  necessity  of 
keeping  their  w.c.’s  flushed,  or  of  obtaining  assistance  or  of 
making  complaint  when  they  become  blocked  up. 

There  has  fortunately  been  no  need  for  systematic  inspec- 
tion of  the  children  in  these  schools  on  account  of  outbreaks 
of  infectious  diseases.  The  County  Council  will  shortly 
appoint  a Medical  Inspector  of  Schools,  when  thorough  exami- 
nations of  all  children  attending  will  be  made  periodically. 

During  the  year  the  new  Secondary  School  (the  Royal  Latin 
School)  has  been  completed,  and  is  now  used  instead  of  the  old 
buildings. 

Two  new  cottages  have  been  completed  on  the  Bourton 
estate,  and  are  now  inhabited. 

Systematic  inspections  have  from  time  to  time  been  made, 
and  notices  as  to  defects  and  nuisances  served  where  necessary, 


and  the  requisite  work  carried  out.
